Me 
imdsrstood well the cteraetor of the rose* He reproduced their very essence on 
the parciiBient with fascinating detail and botanical fidelity* They are so 
delicate and fragile that one would not be sux’prised to see petals fail wliile 
looking* They are worMs of distinctive decorative quality and character* The 
rose became immortal tljrough Redout/* s magic toitch. 

These water colors belonged to the Duchess of Berry, who was an ardent 
student of Redoute'". She was the niece of Louis XVIII and daughter-in-law of 
Charles X* They came to the Kriseuia encased in the original elegant darX maroon 
morocco cover imprinted i/ith the Duchess* coat of arms* 

Pierre Joseph Redouts was a wise and gentle gardener and had much of 
the innocence of the laodels of his groat art* He acliioved world renown through 
his paintings of flowers. He was court painter of flowers to ikrie Antoinette 
and during her reign did magriificeat paintings of flo^nrs in the Varsaillos 
Gardens* He ya.a also the official flower painter and teacher of ibipress Josephine. 
These compositions are a fine and valixable addition to Cleveland’s 

Museum.
